Must Ko Granted That Can Control 


Great Corporations, Especially 


Railroads, Says Roosevelt. 


Cairo, 111., Oct. 3. — An enormous 


crowd assembled here to welcome 
President Roosevelt to the city of 
Cairo. The president and party ar- 
rived shortly after 9 o'clock on board 
the steamer Mississippi. The trip 
from St. Louis was uneventful. 


When the distinguished party came 


ashore they were taken in carriages 
to St. Mary's park, where Mayor 
George Parsons introduced Governor 
Beneen of Illinois, who in turn intro- 
duced the president to the crowd. The 
president spoke for about an hour, 
after which the party returned to the 
boats, which sailed before noon for 
Memphis. The city was a mass of 
flags and decorations. Fifty thousand 
visitors were cared for. 


As the steamer passed Alton, 111., 


a mammoth poster, placed along th« 
river front, confronted those on board, 
reading: "This is Alton, 25,000 inhab- 
itants, 25 miles from St. Louis. We 
have a stork mayor." When Presi- 
dent Roosevelt reached here he sent 
back the following telegram to Alton: 
"Congratulations to Alton and its 25,- 
000 people, including its stork mayor." 
The "stork mayor" is Mayor Beall, 
who constructed flats and rented them 
only to married couples with children. 


President Roosevelt, in his speech 


at St. Louis, declared it to be the 
nation's duty to restore the Mis- 
sissippi river to its proper place as 
a gieat artery of commerce, and term- 
ed the proposed 14-foot channel from 
the lakes to the gulf a "national task." 
He warned against plans which might 
-'entail reckless extravagance or be 
tainted with jobbery," but urged 
a 


liberal waterway policy. 
, 


Speaking of the Panama canal the 


president said: 
"If we are able to 


keep up substantially the rate of prog- 
ress that now obtains, we shall finish 
the actual digging within five or sir 
years; though when we come to the 
great Gatun dam and locks, while 
there is no question as to the werk 
being feasible, there are several ele- 
ments entering into the time problem 
which make it unwise at present to 
hazard a prophecy in reference there- 
to." 


The president took occasion to es- 


pecially emphasize his views on the 
necessity for central control of inter- 
state corporations and he frequently 
departed 
from 
his manuscript to 


elaborate and make clear his views on 
that point. His contention was that 
there must be some sovereign power 
that can control these institutions, es- 
pecially railroads, 


Mr. Roosevelt contended that tha 


constitution must be Interpreted to fit 
modern day conditions and not con- 
ditions that 
existed 
when it was 


adopted. "It must be construed as an 
instrument of life and not a symbol of 
death," he 
said, 
epigrammatically. 


•'The judges of the courts should al- 
ways stand against 
popular clamor, 


but they should also recognize the 
necessity of a general conservation of 
the public welfare under present con- 
ditions.'' he asserted. 
He contended 


tl at in taking this position he was 
fighting the future for the rich, for if 
Tin; rich commit excesses now, they 
invite excesses against themselves and 
th^ir posterity. 


He spoke at length of the difficulty 


in reaching the corporations which are 
incorporated in one state and operate 
in another. 
He instanced especially 


his experience in getting the Southern 
Pacific rainoad to repair a bruise in 
The Colorado river. 'That disaster oc- 
curred in California,"' he said, "but you 
suppose I found it possible to deal 
wi;h the railroad there? No. The rail- 
road is a X w Jersey corporation and 
1 had 10 d• •} with it as such.''

city, near McCabe's park on Aug. 4 
last, has made a full confession, ac- 
cording to Sheriff Boes. He is said to 
have confessed that he shot Cohen, as- 
saulted the girl and then strangled her 
to death. The Markowitz-Cohen mur- 
ders were similar in some respects to 
the tragic death of Miss Dona Oilman 
some time previously, and the mystery 
of which is still baffling the police 
officials.

According to the 
police Hines 


stated that he had an engagement 
with a colored, woman near the scsne 
of the murder. She failed to keep the 
appointment. He then saw 'Cohen, 
Anna and Bertha Markowitz. He fired 
his revolver, thinking to frighten Co- 
hen away. His first bullet, went wild. 
Standing behind a tree, he fired an- 
other bullet, and when Anna and Co- 
hen ran he shot Cohen. He then fired 
again, which struck Anna Markowitz. 
He says he then advanced with his 
pistol in his left hand and grabbed 
Anna Markowitz by the throat with 
his right hand. He admits that he as- 
saulted the girl. She fought desper- 
ately for her life, but was overcome 
by the brawny black. Hines says 
that he then caught a car. after run- 
ning from the scene, and tells the offi- 
cials that he did not know until the 
next morning that he had killed any- 
body. He was asked about the mur- 
der of Dona Oilman, but denied that 
he knows anything about it.
